The President's Act Was In Strict Ag- 
cordance With Principles of 
Jnstke and Sqalty.

It Wm the Only Course the Executive 
Could Take in Compliance With 
• Our Treaty Right* and 
i ObligatloM. 

WlMhingtoB, Not. 1— Tho locretarr 
of atate naado the ftiltowliiff itafeement 
Friday In regard to affairs on th* lath- 
nua of Panama: 

'"Ho aetle* or tha pMsldoat In th« 
Panama matter la not onlr In the 
•trictMt accordance with the princi- 
ples of justice and equity, and In line 
with all tlie best precedents of our 
pohllc policy, but it was the only 
coarse he could have taken In compll- 
aaeo with our treatr rights and obli- 
■atlons. By our treaty, entered into 
with New Granada In the year 1846, 
New Granada guarantees that 'the 
right of way or transit across the isth- 
mus of Panama upon any modes of 
communication that now exist or that 
may be hereafter constructed, shall be 
free and opon to the government and 
citizens of the United States.' 

"This Is a right which we acquired 
by the treaty not gratuitously confer- 
red, but in return for an Important 
compensatltm;^ for In the same article 
the government of the United States 
pijarantecs 'positively and efllcaclons- 
ly to New Granada by the present stip- 
ulation the perfect neutrality of tin' 
before mentioned isthmus with the 
view thpt the frae transit from the one 
to the other sea nuiy not be interrupt- 
ed or embarrassed In any future time 
while this treaty exists; and in conse- 
quence the United States guarantees 
in like manner the rights to sovereign- 
ty and property which New Granada 
baa and possesses over the said terri- 
tory.' 

"The close connection thus created 
between the two c'^vi niincnts was well 
set forth by President Pollt, in his 
message transmitting the treaty to the 
senate. He said: 

** 'The Importance of the concession 
to the commercial and politii al Infer- 
wta of the United States can not be 
overrated. The route hy the Isthmus 
of Panama is the sborteet between the 
two oceans and from the information 
korawith communicated it would seem 
to b* the meet practicable for a rail- 
ftmA or canal. The vast advantages to 
our commerce which would result from 
such a conimunication not only with 
the west coa£t of America, but with 
Asia and the ilsands of the Paiciflc, 
are too obvious to require another de- 
tail. Such a passage would save you 
from a long and dangerous navigation 
of nidpc than nin<^ thoii.saiid miles 
aronnil the Horn and render our com- 
munication with our own possessions 
on the northwest coast of America 
comparatively easy and speedy. The 
treaty' does not propose to guarantee 
a treaty to a foreign nation in wiiich 
tlia United States will have no com- 
non Interest with tliat natien. On tlie 
raotrary, we are more deeply and di- 
rectly Interested In the subject of the 
guarantee than New Granada hwrselt 
or any other country.' 

"The control in the interest of the 
commerce and traffic of the whole cfv* 
illsed world, of the means of undis- 
torfoed transit across the Isthmus of 
nuuuna, haa become Ot tranaeendent 
latoHance to the United Slaiea. The 
right to this control we have nev«r 
forfeited by any laxity of our own, 
either in the sasertlon of our rights 
or !li the perfbrmance of our duty un- 
d«r the treaty. In 1858 Mr. Bverett 
aaaored the Pomyiaa mialstar that we 
ahoiold not hesltat* to maintain the 
aentrality of the isthmus In the case 
of war between Peru and Colombia. 
In 1864 Colombia, which has alwaya 
been vigilant to avail Itself of its priv. 
Utge.conferred by the treaty, eapress- 
fltf Its expectation that la the event of 
war between Peru and Spain the Unit- 
ed States would carry into effect the 
guarantee of neutrality. Tliere have 
been few administrations of the state 
department in which this treaty has 
aot, either by the one side or the oth- 
av, been used aa a basis of more or 
less Important demands. 

"In 1886, when Colombia was under 
the menace of hostllitit-a from Haly In 
the Cerrutl case, Mr. Bayard express- 
ed the serious concern that the United 
States could not but feel that as a Bu> 
repeaa power should resqrt to force 
against a sister republic of this hem- 
lephere as to the sovereign and unin- 
terrupted use of part of whose terri- 
tory we are guarantors under the sol- 
emn faith of a treaty. The United 
States has not only consthatly protect- 
tfi Colombia from foreign Invasion jon 



the strength of the rights and the du- 
ties created by the treaty ot 1846, but 
has time and again Intervened to pre- 
serve the freedom of traffic from dis- 
turbance in the course of domestic 
dissension. In these casofi we have 
intervened some times at the sugges- 
tion of Colombia, some times on our 
own Impraaalon of the necessities of 
the ease, bat always to the profit ot 
Colonlbla aa well as of universal com-

Effort Will Be Made Next Year to Es- 
tablish Communication By Wire- 
Issa Telsgraph Between St 
Michael and Nomai 

Washington, Nov. 7. — Gen. Oreely, 
chief signal officer of the United States 
army, in his annual report to tho sec- 
retary of war, shows that during the 
year the system of military telegraph 
lines and cables la Alaska authorised 
by con g ress has been completed, and 
consists of 1,740 milee. General Gree- 
ly commends very highly Capt. Bur- 
nett, who was in charge of telegraph 
construction work in Alaska, and his 
assistants, Capts. Mitdhtfl and Glbbs. 
In apaaUng of the extreme difficulties 
eneooBtered in running telegraph lines 
In the far north. Gen. Greely says: 

"Very early springs, late autumns, 
enormous snow fields, summer floods, 
impassable canons, and last of all, a 
gold fever which stripped oSa oBeer 
ot every civilian employe, save one, 
have alternately impeded progress, but 
tho energy and resour< cfulncss Of the 
ofUcrrs in charge of the work bavemot 

and ov<>rcome difficulties Which seem* 
ed insurmountable." 
It to eald that one Hna wea pushed 

along a route pronounced Impractica- 
ble and another across a country that 
never bi'forc^ had been trodden by the 
foot of a white man. 

Gen. Oreely says efforts are making 
with prospecta of success in 1904 to 
establish communication by wireless 
telegraphy between St. Michael and 
Nome, a distance of ]0S miles. 

The connection by submarine cable 
of the detached system in Southeast 
Alaska with that of the Yukon district 
is recommended; also an increase in 
the enlisted strength of the corps in 
order that unduly prolonged service 
on foreign stations may not bo neces- 
sary as now. and further that an addi- 
tional colonel be authorized for the 
corps. The value of the telegraph and 
telephone business transacted by the 
corps In the Philippines Is estimated 
at |1,N0,0M^ 

nmiLIC OP PANAMA. 



The United States Recognizes It as a 
Oe Facte Qevemment. 

Washington, Nov. 7. — The United 
States has recognized the new republic 
of Panama as a de fiu to Kovi'rnment. 
This action was agreed npon at the 
cabinet meeting Friday. Instructions 
in accordance therewith were cabled 
at once to Minister Beaupre at Bogota 
and to Vice Consul General Ehrman at 
Panama. Tliey will be ordered to no- 
tify the repuiilir 111' Coiinubia and the 
republic of I'anania of the action of 
the United States. 

A copy of the cable dispatch sent by 
the state department to Minister Beau- 
pre regarding the recognition f>f tlie 
de facto governiucit at I'aiiaina was 
transmitted to Dr. lleiran, Coinniliian 
charge, Friday afternoon by Secretary 
Hay. It was accompanied simply by a 
brief, polite note, announcing that it 
was a copy of the eommunication to 
the United States minister at Bogota. 
Dr. Herran has not yet acknowledged 
receipt of the note.

May Cause Serious Complications, 
Says Senator Morgan. 



Washington, Nov. 7. — Senator Mor- 
gan said Friday that soon after con- 
gress convenes in extra session he 
wf)uld Introduce a resohitlcm (ailing 
on the foreign relations committee of 
the senate to obtain from the state de- 
partment a detailed report of the rela- 
tions between the United ttates and 
Colombia, under the treaty of 1846 
According to Senator Morgan, the at- 
titude of this country is not justified 
by a careful construction of the pro- 
visions of the treaty and is at variance 
with precedenta laid down by the Unit- 
ed Statee. m dlteueiliiir tho attuatloa 

he said: 

'■This is the fourth time the Tnited 
States has landed troojis on the isth- 
mus under cloak of the treaty. Here- 
tofore it has been for the Suppression 
of rioting and for the protaetloa of 
Colombia. Now that It Is agalBal the 
wish of Colombia it undoubtedly will 
provoke a Just protest. 

"Colombia means to war Of that I 
am certain. This government will find 
that ft irtn have a eerlea of complica- 
tions on its hands not unlike that of- 
fered by the Indians when they were 
met with tho territorial aggression of 
this government and the trouble the 
Colombians will make will be similar 
to that of the FiUpUuw, with the con- 
duet ot warfhre tar more dMSeult I 
believe, however, the administration 
will not have this matter to decide. It 
is a question for congress and that 
body Is not likely to shirk the respon- 
slblUty."

Political discussions of tbe qaestion, 
"Who owns the streets?" are not at all 
infrequent in this day of agitatation of 
tiie municipalization of anything tbat 
may use the public thoroughfares; but 
jadicial determination of tbe matter is 
not a matter of every-day chronicling. A 
recent deolaion by Jndge Biner of tbe 
Common Pleas court o( Franklin County, 
however, has an important bearing on 
tba mattar, and ita nltiawta dotamina- 
tion by the higher courts will bo awaitcil 
with even greater iutereet. Salt was 
brouKht by a Columbus property owner to 
iotarfare with tba laying of natural gaa 



pipes under the sidewalk in front of his 
premises. The action was the result of 
tlM tofdble foaiataace which ha made to 
the tearing up of the sidewalk, the com* 
pany seeking the courts for an injunction 
restraining him from the work. The 
court refused to grant the injunction, 
holding that tbe company had no right 
to lay its mains anywhere in the streets, 
except with tbe oonaent of tbe abutting 
property owners. This seems a reaffirm* 
ation of the old principle tbat the prop- 
arty owner owns to the center of the 
atroet, subject only to tba right of tbe 
public to travel over tbe atreets. 

In commenting upon tba decision and 
pointiog out ita Importaooat if it be sua- 
tnined by the highest court of the State, 
ibe Columbus Dispatch says : 

"A mara fraoehiaa will not be suilicient 
for a gaa eompan j or aay other kind of 



company seeking to use the street a be- 
neath the surface, to proceed to tear up 
atraot or aidawalk 1b tlio fnatallatloB of 
tb^ service. It puta ta and to the 
theory that the city owaa tba streets for 
any other purpose whataver Uian tbat of 
public travel, and guarantees to tbe 
abutting property owners all the rights 
of ownership which they possess, save as 
to the rigbta of tbe public to travel. It 
raaana that the city can not give away 
these rights and that a franchise covers 
only tbe city's Uiteraat in tbe atreeta, not 
tbe propartj ewaan^ri^ti.''

Ripley and Aberdeen and will, in the 
next ten daya, have the route between 
tbe two towns oompleted. Oonstruction 
will begin between the above points 
about the first ot Decembt r and by next 
spring Aberdeen will have a sure enoutrh 
railroad, not only one, but, aa time grows 
apace, the traction line, which is com- 
ing up the north hank of the Ohio, form- 
ing the connecting link between Cin- 
efanatl and Porttmooth, will reach here. 

The biiildinir "i the road mikea a 
bridge across the Ohio at thia point in- 
evitable, making the O. R. and 0. the 
direct north branch of the L. and N. As 
the Gretna said, years ago, this is uu- 
doubtably tbe shortest route obtainable 
between North and South, patulng 
through the beat and moat fertile coun- 
try on earth and tapping tlie great inex- 
haustible coal tielda of Kentucky. In- 
deed, the prospecta for the greatest and 
most lasting boom for all tliin set t ion of 
country ia very brilliant and a fotugone 
oondnsioa.
